As recitalist and chamber musician, Norbert Kraft has toured 
extensively throughout North America, Europe, Japan and the 
Far East. A featured performer at music festivals, he is founder 
and Artistic Director of Toronto Guitarfest. Norbert Kraft is on 
the teaching faculties at the Manhattan School of Music in New 
York, the University of Toronto and The Royal Conservatory of
